How western ideas of women’s emancipation 
are spreading among’ women in India is well 
illustrated in the report of the Prime Minister 
of Travancore, Mr. T.. Austin, on the adminis- 
tiation and progress of the State in 1961- -32y 
which has just. been published. Mr. Austin 
is a British officer of the Indian Civil Service, 
loaned to the State by the Madras Govern- 
ment, 

His report, says Reuter, states that the 
Purdah system is unknown in the State ex- 
cept among one or two small communities. 
Phenomenal progress has been made in re- 
spect of the education of women, and this, 
coupled with the great freedom they enjoy, 
has brought’ about their active. participation 
in public affairs. ‘There are probably more 
women officials in Travancore Government 
offices than in any other Government Seete- 
tutiat im India, 

The present head of the medical department 
is a woman—she was also he. first woman 
member of the local Legislative Council. The 
number of women doctors and lawyers is in- 
creasing, and they are also invadiig other 
professions. 


MORE SCHOOLGIRLS. 


In Travancore now 168. women per thousand 
can read and write, and’ Seven “per thousand 
ire also literate in E nglish. The proportion or 
female literates sto wiale literates has.doubled 
in the ecurse of two decades, and this pro- 
atess is being steadily maintained, There were 
14.500 more “girl pupils. under instruction in 
1951-32 than im the previous year. 

A great deal of the credit for this rapid 
growth : in the education of women is attributed 
by the Premier to the system of co-education. 
Co-education is permitted in almost all boys’ 
schools in the State, but in the higher classes 
of girls’ schools boys are not admitted. The 
number of girls studying iti boys’ schools 1s 
fur Jarger than the number of girls studying 
in 4) irls’ sc 'hools.

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THE PROBLEM OF OLD 
TREES. 


WHEN THEY ARE WORTH 
CARING. 


“ The problem that arises 

is whether it is worth spending money on 
very old trees in order to lengthen thew 
existence, or whether they should be left alone 
and a young tree planted somewhere in the 
vicinity, if a tree is required at that point ’ 
writes Mr. A. 3, Le Sueur in Country 
Lafe. 
“ No one would spend money on an obvious 
wreck. but. if an old tree is not to be looked 
after it should, strictly speaking, be removed, 
as otherwise it simply develops into a home 
for insects and disease. Any tree worth keep 
ing is worth some sort of attention, and it 
needs very little, as a rule, to keep a tree 
wind and water tight. 

“ When considering whether to take action. 
the chief points to be thought of, apart from 
the actual state of the tree at the moment, 
are its species and age. Some species live far 
longer than others, and a tree of three 
hundred years in one case may have a far 
greater expectation of life than another ol 
seventy. A beech a century old may be 
worth repairing or looking alter; at two 
hundred years the work will probably bs be a 
waste of time. Horse chestnuts and poplars 
are seldom worth expenditure of any con- 
siderable amount after the first seventy years 
or so. An oak is worth spending money on 
at almost. any age, provided that its crown 
is green and healthy, as a tree three hundred 
years old may be good Íor as many more, 

“The oaks figured in 
appear to have altered very little since Strutt 
made his drawings in 1830; but, with the ex- 
ception of his beeches, hardly a tree of any 
other species figured by him is now in 
existence. If the oaks can last like this with 
little attention, what is their life when

MONEY FOR MASSES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
Tn the matter of the goods of the late Rev. 


William Costigan, C.C., who died on Jlst 
January last at Ballvragget, Co. Kilkenny, 
an application was made on behalf Mrs. Mary 
Delaney (widow), of Marymount, Coolrain, 
Mountrath, Leix, sister of the late Father 
Costigan, for a grant of administration with 
the will annexed. The wiil is dated 2nd May, 
1888, and was produced from the archives of 
the Diocese of Ossory, and would appear to 
have heen made shortly after ordination, 
because in the diocesan regulations a priest 
ordained in the Diocese of Ossory is obliged 
after his ordination to make a will.

a grant of probate was issued on the 18th 
AE. 1928, On the 22nd. June; 1928, Mr. 
James Myers endorsed a deposit receipt for 
£900 which stood in the joint names of his 
late brother and himself in the Dundalk 
branch of the Bank of Ireland, and handed it 
to Mr. Callan with instructions to re-lodge 
£200 with the bank. Mr. Callan made the 
lodgment of £200, and retained the balance, 
, which included interest. He proceeded 
with the passing of succession duty, and 
residuary accounts and the assessment and 
payment of duties, and in Decemher, 1952, 
the daties on these two accounts were paid 
by Mr. Callan. Mr. Myers received an 
account from Mr. Callan on the 6th 
February, 1933. This account gave credit for 
the receipt of £792, being the amount retained 
by Mr. Callan from the deposit receipt in 
June, 1928, and against this sum there were 
claims for payments made of duties, income 
tax and fees, and for costs, leaving a balance 
due to Mr. Myers on the account, of £510 
16s. 4d. On the 15th February, 1933, Mr. 
Myers obtained from Mr. Callan a cheque for 
10 16s. 4d., and the cheque was dis- 
honoured. Mr. Myers gave Mr. Callan an 
extension of time to pay, and in March, 1933, 
employed his present solicitor, Mr. Daniel 
O'Connell, who wrote on the 29th March to 
Mr, Callan, requiring payment of the dis- 
honoured cheque, questioning certain items In 
the account and requiring that an itemised 
bill of costs for the work done should be 
furnished. To this letter no reply was 
received, The Committeee of the Incorporated 
Law Society found that Mr. Callan had been 
guilty of professional misconduct. 


A CHEQUE, 


Since that report was made, and since 
notice of the present application was served, 
said Mr. Phelps, Mr. Wakely had received 
a letter dated 8th July, 1 from Mr. 
O'Connell, solicitor for Mr. Myers, in which 
Mr. O'Connell stated that on the órd inst. 
he had received a cheque from Mr. Arthur 
Cox, solicitor, on behalf of Mr. Callan, for 
£560 16s., being the amount of the dis- 
honoured cheque, and £50, being the amount 
of the overcharge for estate duty. 

Mr. Phelps then referred to the other com

AFFIDAVITS. 

Two affidavits, said Mr. Phelps, had been 
filed on the previous day—one by 
Mr. Callan and one by Mr. Cox, who 
was acting for My. Callan. Mr. Callan 
stated that the money due to Mr. Myers had 
been fully paid and satisfied, and that the 
conveyancing mat.er had been fully dealt 
with. Mr. Callan referred to the affidavit 
of Mr. Cox and to a letter of Messyrs. 
Hamill and Teevin, solicitors for Messrs. 
Larkin and Clarke, stating that they were 
satisfied that every reasonable effort was 
being made to complete the conveyance and 
that they received satisfactory assurance In 
that regard. There had been delay, the letter 
stated, in receiving the necessary consent 
from the Land Commission. 

Mr. Callan also referred in his affidavit, 
said Mr. Phelps, to a serious illness which 
had prevented him from attending to his 
business, and resulted in his business getting 
seriously into arrears. He had no idea of 
defrauding any person, much less any client 
who a me Éim with money; and he 
believed no client of his, other than the pre- 
sent complainants, hau any complaint against 
him.

The matters complained of arose 
through carelessness.

The 
highly coloured story of a confessional 
nature is easily made attractive to the 
curious. It assumes the bombast of a 
playboy. However, to the gullible public, 
for whom any scandal is generally a 
truth, such a story spreads more readily 
than a truth—to the end that its author 
—its central figure—in time becomes a 
legend; ahd so notorious reputations in 
literature are often made, 

Charles Baudelaire enjoyed in his own 
day the legends of his own making, from 
which his reputation eventually suffered. 
It was his humdér to shock the middling- 
minded by glorious lying and luxuriant 
living. He d as a vicious artist in 
Satanic attitudes; and as such he was 
accepted. Falling foul of his stepfather, 
who grossly misunderstood him, he re- 
pudiated a respectable home, because 
there. as he said, only claret was drunk, 
and he could drink nothing but Bur- 
gundy. In a life of poetic licence, rather 
than of freedom, he worshipped La Venus 
Noire. and around her wove his erotic 
verse in an artificial paradise, where the 
tree of life stinks with flowers of mis- 


taken evil. 
. > . . . 


Within this legendary world he found 
himself, at an early date, a tragic 
actuality, made ghoulish by repeated 
disasters, He became entangled in 
debts, which he could have paid off but 
for his family’s desire to save him from 
himself, The terrible lash of these debts 
resounds all through his years. Every 
effort of escape fails. He just be- 
comes a refugee in his own world 
of fantastic make-belief and there his 
one sincerity, his sanitys salvation, 
is his art. As the artist, careful and in- 
dustrious only in poetry, he suspected the 
dangers of facility. The experience of 
sorrows deepened his verse; and all of 
apparent artificiality took on an eternal 
significance. Pleasure, he then main- 
tained, must be virtuous—otherwise it 18 
anguish. - Swedenborgians attracted him 
with their belief that “ material 0 aN 
exist in this world only because they have 
their origing in the world of the spirit. 
Being incapable of sentimentalism over 
vegetables, he refuses to write nature 
poetry or to believe that the souls of the 
gods live in plants; and for occasional 
intervals, betweem loyalties to his 
Vénus Noire, he attains the perilous 
heights of a purely spiritual love, let us 
say. for Madame Sabatier, whom othets 
entertained with more than doubtful 


stories. All such experiences in the 
drama of a tortured soul are found frozen 
into lasting shapes in his poetry. — 

His only triumphs remained in the 
actual composing of poems. The publish- 
ing of them was fraught with rightful | 
disappointments, and the deepest agony 
came with the publication of ' Les Fleurs 
du Mal"’—his one book of poems, which 
eventually changed the whole source of 
European verse. That volume, proudly 
compiled with metallic craft from the 
of thirty-six years, was 
officially confiscated. Baudelaire faced 
the courts on a charge of obscenity and was 
brutally fined.» His publisher failed; his 
editors rejected him; his lectures, a last 


resort for money, were delivered to empty 
rooms: and, towards the last, deserted by 
friends and crabbed by paralysis, his life 
—that tin can tied to verse, sounding 


forty-six years in the arms of his mother, 
for whom he bore a love which has since 
been considered part of an. CKdipus com-

From such details the Baudelaire legend 
grew. Its fantastic reflections were 
thrown on his misjudged verse; and the 
verse in itself supported criticisms on his 


distorted life. These affairs are the 
investigations of many possessed by 
pteconceived theory—the  priest,: the 
pathologist and the psycho-analyst. Miss 
Enid Starkie, with her strikingly complete 
biography of the poet, breaks through the 
legend, shows us the poet as he appeared 
to his contemporaries, and, happily, ad- 
vances no theory. In this exhaustive 
study we find no axe—ground to a moral, 
psychological or wsthetie edge—for the 
splitting of intellectual hair. The 
Baudelaire whom. she so admirably pro- 
duces is a man of great weakness A | of 
great strength, whose sorrows, strangely 
interpreted, make him a great poet. She 
defends him against prejudice, weighs 
every argument, considers every fact, and 
through a kindly, indeed womanly, 
instinct reveals with tenderness a human 
being in all its grace and weakness. Even 
the pomposity of his stepfather, the 
frailties of his mother, and the insinceri- 
ties of his literary satellites are all gently 
arrayed to fit the pitiful drama that 
went to make a poet's life. 

Through this book the “ accumulated 
mass of nonsense ” that hides Baudelaire 
from honest understanding is cleared 
away. Now we have a better view of a 
poet whose personality and verse, if 
judged solely in relation to his actual 
behaviour, would cause no more surprise 
than those of Doctor John Donne's in his 
deanery. This clear picture of Baudelaire 
is the result of unusually difficult detective 
work. Using her remarkable knowledge 
of the French literary movement, with all 
its nods and winks, from before 1840, Miss 
Starkie pieces together the very scattered 
evidence regarding a very human. poet— 
now before a court of appeal—and leaves 
us to discriminate. Apart from the fact 
that her book enables us completely to 
examine the difficult life of one poet in 
particular, Miss Starkie also affords us 
in “ Baudelaire’ an excellent causerie 
of modern French poetry in general,

Six men amet in the corner of a small field | 
at Denby Dale, Yorkshire, recently, and, after 
solemnly drinking water from a pint bottle 
which was passed from hand to hand, they 
declared that the Denby Dale water famine 
was over. 

The group consisted of four members of 
the Denby and Cumberworth Urban Council, 
an engineer and a surveyor, and they met to 
test the purity of the water from the village's 
new waterworks scheme. Their announce- 
ment that the water was now fit for human 
consumption sent a wave of joy through 
Denby Dale, for it meant the end of the 
long fight the 1,400 people have put up 
against the water famine which followed last 
winter's typhoid plague. 

The water had been turned on several 
days before, but as the scheme was not com- 
plete the villagers had not been given per- 
mission to use the water for drinking pur- 
poses. For many weeks the only water to 
be obtained in Denby Dale had been from 
springs, and some of the people living on

TO BE OPENED BY LONDON’S 


LORD MAYOR 


ON TUESDAY.

ONDONDERRY is now almost on the 
“á eve of her great day of pageantry, 

Tuesday next, when the new £255,000 
Craigavon Bridge, tlie gift of the Northern 
Government, will be cpened ly the Lord 
Mayor of London (Sir Percy W. Greenaway). 
who later in the day will attend the opening 
and dedication of the new  tercentenary 
entrance gates, presented to Derry Cathedral 


‘Sir Percy, who is bringing over his famous 
gilded coach, and who will be accompanied by 
the Lady Mayoress and Miss Greenaway, a..d 
the High Sheriffs of London, will have the 
high distinction of having the freedom of the 
city conferred upon him, an honour given to 
only the most illustrious names in the Em- 
pire, 

The new bridge is now. completed, and the 
cniy thing that has to be done is the removal 
of the barri = running along the middle, 
dividing the half of the bridge which has 
been open to traffic since St. Patrick's Day 
and the half which has just been completed, 

he features of this all-steel, all-British 
bridge, built by Messrs. Dorman and Long, 
is the great amplitude approaches and the 
footwalks which cantilever over the river. 


NAMED AFTER LORD 
CRAIGAVON, 


The bridge, which has been named after 
Lord Craigavon, who persuaded the Northern 
Government to bear the entire expense in- 
volved, is a noble double-decked structure 
about a quarter of a mile in length. 

The new bridge could not be completed 
until Carlisle Bridge, the old structure, had 
been demolished, because it fouled the latter 


particularly at the ends, so that one-half of 
BE Craigavon Bridge was opened in 1s aie 
ast. 

_ The contract began in April, 1931, the time 
limit being 30 months, so that the work has 
been completed three months before the stipu- 
lated period. 

The contractors experienced no special diffi- 
culties in carrying out the job. 

Twelve large and twelve small cylinders 
were sunk, and there are twenty-two spans, 
including five main river spans. 

6,600 cubic yards were. excavated to sink 
the cylinders, and the total amount of con- 
crete used was 15,000 tons, 

The total quantity of steel used was 5,430 
tons. | 

The width of the Foyle at the place is 860 
feet, and the exact length of the bridge is 
1,275 feet. The roadway is 40 feet wide and 
the footpaths are 10 feet in width, these 
measurements being about twice those of the 
old Carlisle Bridge. 

The stonework at the end of the old bridge 
has been used in the new. 

The roadway is of tar macadam over a steel 
surface, and on the lower deck will he a 
railway crossing with a siding in the middle, 
thus giving connection between the four rail- 
way termini at Londonderry, 


TUESDAY’S CEREMONY, 


All the details for the opening ceremony at 
ll am. on Tuesday have been arranged. - 

On that morning the Lord Mayor of London 
and party will i ‘ve from Portrush, where 
they stay overnight with Sir Dawson and 
Lady Bates, to Ebrington Military Barracks, 
Londonderry, the marshalling cround tor the 
procession, in wh.ch will be thirty-five cars, | 
including the three State coaches. 

At the barracks a civic reception will be 
given to the Lord Mayor and the other 4is- 
tinguished guests. 

The order of the procession, which will 
drive along Duke street and over the new 
bridge, will be:—The Corporation, the 
London Livery Companies, the Hon. the 
Irish Society, the [ime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, the Minister of Home Affairs. the 
london City Marshal, and the three State 
coaches, 

The procession will actuatly cross the new 
bridge to Carlisle square before the Lord 
Mayor pérforms the formal opening ceremony. / 


The Lord Mayor wil. first inspect a 
guard of honour in Carlisle square. 

Then the Chairman of the Bridge Commit- 
tee of the Corporation (Captain J. M. Wilton 
M.C., J.P.) will present the representatives o 
the contractor's, engmeers and workmen to 
the Lord Mayor. Captain Wilton, after 
formally receiving the gift of the bridge from 
Lord Craigavon, will invite the Lord Mayor 
to open the bridge, and, after the ceremony, 
the Prime Minister will thank the Mayor and 
Corporation for tl.c honour conferred on him 
by naming it the C» igavon Bridge. The 
Lord Mayor of Belfast and the Town: Clerk 
will represent the City of Belfast. 

Afterwards the procession will move to 
the Diamond, where a wreath will be jaid at 
the City War Memorial by the Lord Mavor 
of London. :

DERRY CATHEDRAL’S NEW 
TERCENTENARY GATES, 


Derry Cathedral's new tercentenary gates 
to be opened on Tuesday next, are of hand. 
wrought irow, with cornice and pillar bases, 
and form the most beautiful example of 
wrought iron work in Northern Ireland. 

The design follows the seventeenth century 
stvle, and gave the craftsmen an opportu- 
nity to make modern work with the same 
care as the old iron workers. 

The two main pillars bear the city coat-of- 
arms and the arms of the Irish Society. They 
are done in champ leves enamel on copper, 
and are surrounded by wreaths of arabesques 
modelled in bronze and mercuriallyv gilt, 
whilst immediately above the gates there is 
a row of acanthus leaves, finely wrought, of 
iron. 

The overthrow above consists of two large 
scrolls and acanthus leaves supporting an oval 
inset, with mercurially gilded bronze ara- 
besque work. This also supports a shield of 
champ leves enamel, portraying the arms of 
the Diocese of Derry. 

On either side are dolphins of copper gilt, 
modelled in repoussé. 

Crowning this work is the mitre of a bishop, 
modelled in the same way as previously 
described. 

The pillars are of Mountcharles stone. The 
designer is Mr. W. H. R. Blacking, 
F.,.R.I.B.A., Salisbury, arid the makers are 
Messrs. W. F. Knight, of Wellingborough.

Rotunda G ardens, 


The suggestion made by Mr. Dermod 
O’Brien, P.H.H.A. at the opening of the 


Charlemont House Gallery, that the Cor: 


poration should acquire the Rotunda 
Gardens, or part of them, for the Gallery, 
is likely to bear fruit. It was, it seems, 
the imtention of Sir Hugh Lane that some 
kind of park should be provided where 
the people might rest, and the children 
might play around the Gallery. if possible. 
Before 1922 the citizens had access to 
Leinster. Lawn, outside the National 
Gallery. Here the children were allowed 
to congregate and play; but, though the 
Free State Government annexed the Lawn. 
they did not provide an alternative resort 
for the people. . 

It has been said that the Rotunda 
Gardens would compensate for the taking 
of Leinster Lawn. They could be laid 
out with terraces and, perhaps, a fountain. 
Possibly they could be arranged like 
Trafalear square, with the Gallery over. 
looking them, -

_ Parnell square, or Rutland square as 
it was originally known, and the Rotunda 
Gardens belong to the Governors of the 
Rotunda Hospital, bestowed upon them 
by an Act of George II.; with power to 
form the enclosure, and impose taxes on 
certain of the houses on the square, At 
the time when the question came before the 
Corporation formerly, the City Manager 
reported that he was advised by the Law 
Agent that the Governors of the Hospital 
could not legally abandon the revenue 
derived from the Gardens by throwing 
then open to the public, except with the 
sanction of the Oireachtas, which would 
involve their getting compensation. In 
19: when the Municipal Council was 
considering the possibility of having a bill 
introduced by a private member of the 
Dail, with a view to the opening of 
nother Dublin square, the Executive 
ruled that such a measure must 
e treated as a private bill, and intro- 
uced such. The parliamentary and 
al expenses of such a bill are estimated 
at over £1,000. To this sum would have 
to be added the cost of compensation for 
all interests concerned, 

If, however, legisiation could be effected 
by a private member’s bill, instead of a 
private bill as referred to in the City 
Manager's report, the legal expenses 
could be saved, and the question would 
then condense itself into how much com- 
pensation the Governors would require.

Watching the ‘‘ Twelfth’’ procession in 
Belfast (writes. a correspondent), I 
detected a considerable change in. 

I was struck y 
the great decrease in the number of the 
Lambeg drums, those large’ instruments 
which, borne in pairs and beaten by thin 
canes, are such a noisy and discordant, 
though interesting, feature of ‘Twelfth 
celebrations, This year there were 
numerous flute, silver and brass bands, 
but pipe bands seemed to predominate, 
and their lively marching tunes were dis- 
tinctly pleasing, the players, in dark kilts 
and tunics, giving a singularly Scottish 
flavour to the procession. Another in- 
teresting feature was the number of 
accordeon bands which took part. One ol 
those added a touch of gaiety which I 
never witnessed in a ‘‘ Twelfth ” pro- 
cession before. The players were youn 
lads, dressed in grey flannel trousers an 
white tennis shirts. with blue bérets on 
their heads, in each of which an orange 
lily was fastened.

FOUR INTERNATIONAL 
GATHERINGS. 


Canada is having its full share of interna- 
tional conferences this states Reuter 
from Ottawa. There are four of them : The 
Pacific Science Conference, now sitting at 
Victoria British Columbia: the World's 
Grain Exhibition and Conference, which will 
at Regina, Saskatchewan, on July 24; 
the Institute of Paciiic telations., which will 
meet at Banff, Alberta, on August 14; and 
the Universal Postal Union Executive meet- 
ing. which is now in progress at Ottawa. 
Members of the International Postal Union 
Executive Committee have come from 
sixteen countries for this meeting. There are 
two delegates from Great Britain. They are 
sitting for six weeks to prepare the agenda

ALBERT AGRICULTURAL 
COLLEGE. 


LARGE PARTY OF VISITORS. 


The work being done in the research and 
experimental departments of the Albert Agri- 
cultural College, Dublin, was explained to a 
large party of visitors representing the 
malting, milling and seed trades and farming 
interests vesterday. 

The party was received by. Dr. Coffey, 
President of: University College, and 
Professor J. P. Drew, Dean of the Faculty 
of Agriculture. 

The party was taken on a tour of inspection 
of the new varieties of cereals, potato trials, 
sugar beet and other. experiments in the fol- 
lowing departments :—Agricultural botany, 
poles. nutrition, soil science, agricultural 
zoology, agricultural chemistry and _horti- 
culture. 

Mr. J, F. Corkeran, Blarney, proposing a 
vote of thanks to Dr. Coffey and Professor 
Drew, said he was an old student of the 
college, which could boast of having produced 
many famous men in the past, the influence 
of whose intellect had been felt, not only in 
freland, but in many foreign lands. The 
progress of science had been rapid since the 
time in college of the older members, but the 
ground work laid at the old Model Farm was 
so successful that it remained to the advantage 
of the past pupils and the districts in which 
they resided. 

Mr. J. J. O'Neill, Chairman of the General 
Councit of County Councils, in seconding, 
said that they had seen what the college was 
doing, and realised what it would mean in 
the future of that agricultural country. 

Dr. Coffey said that probably as a college 
it was known to a wider international circle 
than any other city institution. Agriculture 
was a world study, and it was greatly to the 
credit of *he country that the work of the 
college had filled a very big place in» the 
general agriculture of the world. They had 
had visitors there from the Dominions and 
many far distant foreign countries. 

Professor Drew said that those gatherings 
originated fifteen years ago, ahd the mumber 
invited had be@n steadily increased. ~ With 
the transference of the college to the Faculty 
of Agriculture it was decided to widen the 
interests invited, and now they had represen- 
tatives of every phase of Irish agriculture.

LINEN EXPORTS. 


The Board of Trade returns of the linen

SHOULD PAY.” 


REPORT OF. SELECT 
COMMITTEE. 


——€—— 


HE first report from the Select Com- 

mittee appointed to consider the Road 

Traffic (Compensation for’. Accidents) 
Bill, issued in London, states that it seems 
to the Committee that where a pedestrian, 
without negligence on his part, is injured by 
a motorist, whether láin or not, he 
should be entitled to recover damages: 

The report states:—‘‘ In eleven out of 
thirteen foreign countries about which the 
Ministry obtained information negligence was 
assumed on the part of the motorist, unless 
the contrary is proved. The Committee under- 
stand, however, that in some foreign countries 
a much greater degree of care is imposed by 
law on abi gg on the road,” 

‘The Committee decided that good reason 
had been shown for making a further de- 
parture from the general principle of the law 
of negligence. 

“From the point of view of the 
pedestrian,’’ the report stétes, “it seems to 
the Committee that the roads of this country 
have—at all events in certain places and at 
certain seasons—been rendered by the use of 
motor vehicles places to which it is dangerous 
for pedestrians to resort—that, nevertheless, 
it 18 necessary for pedestrians to resort to 
the roads, and that where a pedestrian, with- 
out negligence on his part, is injured hy a 
motorist, whether negligent or not, he should 
be entitled to recover damages.” 


HARDSHIPS. 


“Ht may be said against this that it is a 
hardship on the motorist to be made to pay 
damages for an accident which was not attri- 
butable to his fault.. The committee take 
the view that this is, perhaps, a misleading 
way of regarding the question, and woul 
put it rather that the payment of compensa- 
tion to innocent pedestrians who suffer injury 
is a duty not so much of the individual 
motorist who does the damage as of the 
motoring community as a whole, and that the 
increased liability of the motorist ought to be 
covered, as provided for in the bill, by insur- 
ance against the increased third party risk.” 

The committee was of opinion that a pedes- 
trian should not be entitled to recover fot 
an accident caused solely by his own negli- 
gence. With regard to contributory neghi- 
gence the committee stated that a pedestrian 
should be entitled to recover, subject to his 
degree of fault. 

There were in 1932 184,006 accidents, in which 
6,667 persons were killed and 206,450 were 
injured in Great Britain. The number of 
accidents to pedestrians was—Killed, 3,619; 
injured, 86,328. 

Jnsurers’ representatives informed the com. 
mittee that their analysis of 20,222 claims 
showed that in 4,529 cases, or 22.4 per cent. 
of the total, no payment was made 

The Committee had reason te helieve 
that in many of the cases where compensa- 
tion was paid, the compensation was 1n- 
adequate. 

It was pointed out that, as the result of 
the working of the present law, voluntary 
hospitals were subjected to an uncovered 
expenditure of £200,000 on the treatment of 
motor accident cases. ‘ This condition. of 
affairs ought to be dealt with by legislation,’ 
the Committee stated, and they recommended 
the adoption of a clause dealing with the 
matter. 

As to the extra cost on motorists if the 
bill were to pass into law, the insurance 
companies were not prepared to submit a 
figure. No evidence was given to the Com- 
mittee which led them to think it would be 
prohibitive. 

The bill considered by the Select Com- 
mittee is limited to cases where the injured 
person is a pedestrian or a pedal cyclist, or 
in a horse-drawn vehicle or riding or leading 
a horse.

THE THOUGHTS OF 
YOUTH. 


WHAT SOME YOUNG 
FRENCHMEN THINK 


A newspaper in Paris set out to discover 
what France’s young men were thinking of 
the problems of modern life. So a reporter 
was sent to ask six representative men, each 
under twenty-five,~a series of questions. 

This is what they replied, states Reuter's 
Correspondent :— 

All agree on the utility of games as a 
means of health. Two register their '' horror 
of ‘records’ and championships.’’ Two say 
that they would play more if sports grounds 
were available in and about Paris. Only one 
looks upon sports as a relaxation and a 
means of building character. 

When asked about their interest in 
politics, four gave replies varying from 
“Yes; in a strictly disinterested way” to 
‘1 don’t give a hoot!’’ Only two answered 
“ Yes; very much,' and of these one hastens 
to add “as a game to watch.” 

To the question ‘‘What do you think of 
events in Germany?” the first remarked. 
“It is difficult to judge of events in Ger- 
many, as our oply sources of information 
are the newspapers.” All registered their 
horror and detestation of war. None declared 
that he would not fight, but most indicated 
that they would do so without much heart. 
The suppression of individual liberty iz 
Germany was deplored by all. Only one 
considered that any political concession 
should be made to Germany, 

When asked “What is your opinion of 
modern woman?” all registered their 
detestation of the “business woman,” but 
none regretted the passing of the “ clinging 
bundle of femininity.” All wanted women 
to be “companions and equals.” Only one 
did not believe that friendship between men 
and women is possible. 

To the question, “What changes would 
you make if you had a free hand? ' four 
answered that they were anxious to increase 
the general interest in “ideas and matters 
of the intellect.’’ One declared his “ horror ” 
of book-education and examinations, and 
would have substituted training in tune with 
the discoveries of modern psychology. 

Five of the six said that thev divided 
their time in the evening between the 
intellectual theatre d the cinema. One 
discusses “ books and life’’ with his friends. 


BACK TO THE HORSE. 


OLD FARMING METHODS 
FOR NEW. 


Farmers in Victoria, Australia, are discard- 
ing mechanical tractors and going back to 
the horse, with the result that the value of 
heavy horses for farm work has bounded from 
£20 to £46 or £48, states Austral.News. The 
average life of a heavy horse is ten years, 
compared with five for mechanical tractors, 
while it has no overhead charges for repairs 
and spare parts. 

The growing demand for horses has stimu- 
lated the market for Australian-bred horses 
and local fodder. It has revived the demand 
for harness and hides for its manufacture, has 
given impetus to the blacksmithing and rug- 
making trades, and kept money in local c;r- 
culation, much of which would have gone to 
America for mechanical farm appliances. In 
most farm teams there is a proportion of 
mares: From these a farmer is able to breed 
ph Cian sp and surplus “ power units ” for 
sale and profit.

Mr. DERRIG, whe iá acting. for Mr.

It 
was because the Government were ashamed 
of what thev had done and afraid to face 
discussion that they had put forward this 
motion. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that efforts had been 
made to come to an arrahgement with the 
Opposition, but they ha dfailed. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Cumann na nGaedheal, 

Tipperary! said that the fact that the Go- 
vernment had brought forward this motion 
was a reflection on themselves, and showed 
that they were unable to arrange the business 
properly. 
Mr. J. A. COSTELLO (Cumann na nGaed- 
heal, Dublin Co.), opposing the motion, said 
that the Opposition comprised a large per- 
centage of the House. They were elected 
on the P.R. system, and were entitled to 
express the views of their constituents. 

Mr. BENNETT (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Limerick), and Mr. G. O’SULLIVAN 
(Cumann na nGaedheal, Dublin Co.), also 
opposed the proposal.

A RUINOUS POLICY. 


The debate on the vote for the Department 
of Industry and Commerce was resumed by 

Mr. DILLON, who said that he would not 
be surprised if many more motions like that 
which had just passed would come before 
the House, in view of the Land Bill, which 
was introduced on Thursday. By the time 
the Land Bill was explained to the people 
of the country this Chamber would be the 
safest place of refuge for members of the 
Fianna Fail Party in the whole country. 

The whole policy of that Party had re- 
duced the agricultural community to destitu- 
tion, and if that policy were continued, 
manufacturing industries, instead of being 
successful, would be crippled by reason of 
the fact that the farmers would not be in 
a position to buy the industrial products. 

As a result of the Government's flour- 
milling policy Donegal people could not get 
an ounce of bakers’ flour from Sligo, because 
they had milled their quota. 

Professor O'SULLIVAN (Cumann na 
nGaedheal, Kerry) complained that no state- 
ment had been made by the Minister of the 
results of the Government policy during the 
past twelve months. They were entitled to 
some information about what had been de- 
scribed as a revolutionary policy. What 
amount of employment had been given by the 
new industries, and what was the increased 
amount of wages paid? Everyone knew that 
there had been an increase in unemployment, 
and the policy of the Government was the 
cause. 

The situation was appalling so far as the 
country was concerned. The Government bv 
its policy had deliberately shut the country 
out from the foreign market, and made the 
home market largely unproductive. 


A DIFFERENT VIEW. 


Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that the 
Government had encouraged industry and 
were to be congratulated on the immense 
amount of industry which they had created. 
It seemed to him that there was an incom. | 
patibility between two things—the desire to 
give everybody employment and at the same 
time to have mass production. The Depart- 
ment was to be congratulated on the work 
ey had done during the past twelve months. 
Mr. MORRISSEY (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Tipperary) said that the number of people who 
registered last year was due to the promises 
of the Government, but the people got tired 
of registering when they found that there 
was no chance of getting work. The fact 
was that there were more unemployed to- 
day than ever before. There were less 
people employed on the land because 
the farmers could not pay them, and many 
farmers to-day were looking for work them- 
selves on the roads if they could get it, 
owing to the economic situation. An order 
was recently issued by the Depaitinent of 
Industry and Commerce to the Labour Ex- 
changes stating that any man with a pension 
of 15s. a week was not to get employment 
so long as there were any other people un- 
employed. That would be a very great hard- 
ship on British exService men and other 
pensioners. 

Mr. DERRIG, Acting Minister for Industry 

and Commerce, said that the County Sur- 
veyor, if satisfied that a man was really m 
need, could give him work. 
Mr. MORRISSEY said that the County 
Surveyor had no discretion in the matter, 
because that was the interpretation put upon 
the order.

DEARER FLOUR. 

Mr. BENNETY (C. na nG,, Limerick) said 
that one of the direst results of the Cereals 
Bill. and other restrictions imposed by the 
Mimstry on the flour industry, was that the 
price of flour had advanced considerably. 
The flour millers found it extremely difficult 
to dispose of the offals. The farmers were not 
buying bran or pollard to the extent that they 
had hitherto bought them. As theré was little 
or no demand for the offals at home they had 
to be exported at a very low or scrap price. 
A firm in Limerick was to hampered by tariffs 
that they would disemploy two or three 
hundred men within the next few weeks if 
they failed to obtain a licence to import 
machinery. There were men thrown out of 
employment by the railways and the docks 
in Limerick. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (C.na nG., 
Mayo) asked how the Minister was to re- 
concile the alleged decrease in unemploy- 
ment with the increase in the cost of home 
assistance. There wers over 30,000 more 
people ‘on home assistance rt present 
than there were a year ago. f the 
number of unemployed was going down, what 
was the explanation of the increase in the 
number iiving on home assistance? The cost 
of the necessities of lif? had, increased, 
especially in regard to flour. which should 
be kept cheap. They also wauted clean ad- 
ministration in connection vith relief 
schemes. 

Mr. MINCH (C. na nG., Kildare) said 
that if the Minister for Industry and Com- 
| merce and the Ministe: fc’ Agriculture were 
not able to walk in step no attempt could be 
made in a serious sen.e to establish industries 
in country towns.Unless this was done there 
was no chance of solving the unemployment 
problem. A C3 nation would be the result. 

There was, he said, unfair discrimination 
in the giving of employment. Young fellows 
had been told that unless they joimed a 
Fianna Fail club they would get no employ- 
ment. British ex-Service men were being 
victimised, and there were R.1.C. pensioners 
throwing their weight i.to Fianna Fail clubs 
who decided what people should get employ- 
ment, 


EFFECTS OF NEW DUTIES, 

Mr. DOCKRELL (C. na nG., Dublin 
County) agreed that the Government was 
anxious to promote industry, but he was 
afraid they confused the promotion of 
industry with the relief of unemployment. 
It was a good thing to encourage manufac- 
turers, but it was not much good in putting 
two people into manufactwe and knocking 
three out of the large distributing industry. 

The Government should give a concrete 
example of what their policy was as regards 
industry, in order that the peopie might be 
pie for it. Some of the duties imposed 
yy the Government were very useful. The 
gave manufacturers the protection they needed, 
and employment: was given and industry 
carried on. But they would find in other 
cases that the duties they put on had only 
increased the cost to the consumer, and cer- 
tain distributors had been led into a state of 
uncertainty as to what the future was.

MR. MCGILLIGAN IN 
DOUBTFUL MOOD. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN (C, na nG., Nat. Univ.) 
said that questions had been asked of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce to state 
the number of new industries started, where 
they were situated, the number of employés 
and the wages paid, but these questions had 
not been answered. Speaking in the Dail on 
the 1lth May on the apparel industry, the 
Minister stated that progress had been greater 
than he contemplated, and that every skilled 
worker in the country had been employed, 
and increased production had been held up 
because skilled workers were not available, 
Official figures for the per.od September, 1931, 
to March 1933, however, showed that in the 
wholesale side of the clothing trade there 
_was a decrease of 500 workers. He also told 
them that the numbers employed in the con- 
fectionary industry had been doubled, but 
the figures showed that the increase was from 
only 5,096 to 5,247—151. About six months 
ago a certain number of people began a com- 
petit.on. among themselves to discover new 
factories, awarding points for each new fac- 
tory discovered. The competition was exhili- 
rating, but the competitors found themselves 
with a minus number of points at the con- 
clusion. However, one new factory had been 
discovered—a satisage factory at Naas, under 
the wg:s of Deputy Briscoe. 

Deputy Briscoe was the one man, according 
to the President, who had done more than 
anybady else to relieve unemployment in the 
country. It. was stated that that factory 
wonld produce 300 different types of 
deiicatessen. The Naas factory, it was further 
stated, would produce Viennese sausagea— 
there had to be something of the musical 
comedy abeut a factory of that sort. They 
were to have 400 differerit types of delica- 
tessen, according to the “ Irish Industrial ”’ 
journal, from tbat factory—perhaps, he 
should say 300 different types in memory of 
the Micister’s factories. In this “bawneen’’ 
country they were to have 300 different types 
of delicatessen! There was even going to be 
a subsidiary industry attached to the Naas 
The directors 
of the Naas sausage factory were gentlemen 
by the name of Messrs. Whizdum, Whizdum 
and Caplan, with an expert by the name of 
Franz Vogal. 

It was part of the programme of the 
Minister that when factories were established, 
except under licence, the capital must be con- 
trolled in the main by Irish nationals. He 
went on fo ask was the factory open now, 
and, if so, how many men were employed 
there? 


OTHER INDUSTRIES, 


Mr. MceGILLIGAN went on to sav that 
Fianna Fail had promised employment in the 
boot and shoe industry to 5,801 additional 
workers. Could the Minister say that those 
men had been employed, or any fraction of 
them? In woollens and worsted there had 
been promises for , 6,983. Leaving out the 
thousands, had they even 983 extra men em- 
ployed’? He did not think that they had got 
100 extra men employed in the flour in- 
dustry as a result of everything that Fianna 
Fail had done, though they were paying 5s. 


extra a sack for flour. 


MILLS RE-OPENED. 

Mr. CORRY (Fianna Fail, Cork, E.) said 
that flour mills in his constituency, which had 
been closed twelve months ago, were re- 
opened recently, and there was an increase 
of 260 in the number of. persons employed. 
In other industries there was an increase also. 

Mr. O’REILLY (F.F., Meath) said 
that his county was now supplying 25 per 
cent, of the raspberry needs of the Free State. 
and would supply 100 per cent. in a few 
years. Kells had now a boot. factory em- 
loying sixty persons, The Navan mill, which 
had been closed for six months in the year, 
was now working full time.

He (Mr. MeGilligan) had received an invita- 
tion that week for a function at the Vice- 
regal Lodge.

General bad paid for those functions out of 


his emoluments. 


VISITS TO ROME. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (Cumann 
na nGaedheal, Carlow-Kilkenny) said that the 
story had been put about that the former 
Governor-General put £10,000 a year in his 
pocket. The fact. was that the former 
Governor-General no more put that £10,000 
in his pocket than the President put im his 
pocket the £100,000 which had been the sub- 
ject of discussion there.

MR. DE VALERA AND A 
SETTLEMENT. 


On the vote for the President’s Depart- 
ment, 

Professor O’SULLIVAN (C. na nG., Kerry) 
said that it was nothing less than a scandal 
that this vote should be introduced without 
any statement being made by the Govern- 
ment on the question of the dispute between 
the Government and Great Buitain, in the 
settlement of which the country was vitally 
concerned. 

This country had a market im England 
which had been closed to it, and the Presi- 
dent had promised to find alternative markets, 
but he would not tell where those markets 
were. 

Mr. MaecDERMOT said that Mr. de’ Valera 
was a potential asset to this coantry if he 
exercised his power to bring about a settle- 
ment of the economic war. 

There were in this country at present two 
separate military bodies, one of which existed 
for the express purpose of crushing individual 
liberty. Mr. de Valera had done nothing to 
stop military recruiting, and it was not 
worthy of him that he should allow this 
state of things to go on. 


MR. DE VALERA’S STATEMENT. 
Mr. DE VALERA said that he wanted a 
settlement of the dispute with England that 
would be consistent with the rights of the 
Irish people. Mr. Thomas had said that there 
was an open door, and there was here also 
van open door for a settlement, but this 
Government were not going to pay money 
to England until it was definitely proved 
that it was due. That was the attwude of 
the Irish people. Over fifty millions of Irish 
money had heen paid to Britain by the 
previous Administration, and, *f justice were 
done, they would look for the return of that 
money or the greater part of it. Their policy 
was not one of ill-will to Great Britain; but 
the Irish people hated iniquity or domina- 
tion by a stranger. What right had the 
British in this country or to demand this 
money from them? ‘They had none. Let 
them prove their right to them before an 
impartial Court. Money was not the only 
difficulty, although it was the only one they 
were raising at the moment. : 

Nobody wished for a settlement of this 
fight. more than he did, but the only way to 
have it was by the invaders and the intruders 
getting out, and then it would be pi 
for them to work together as friendly 
neighbours. No settlement which fell 
short of that would ever be sat.s- 
factory. The unity of this country was 
essential before they could get a complete and 
final settlement with England. One of the 
essentials to such a settlement was the end- 
ing of partition. That might not be secured 
in their day, but if it was not, then that co- 
operation between the two countries could 
not be got. There was thus a wider question 
at issue than money, which, however, was 
the immediate question. 


A WARNING. 


Probably in no other country was there 
more individual liberty than tere. It was 
possible, however, that some thought they 
could take a licence in trying to do ta 
that had been done on the Continent. e 
warned them that they would not be allowed 
to do it. The Government was 1 ot unmindful 
of development and of the aims of certain 
people, and the moment it was satisfied that 
any action on the part of those people be- 
came really dangerous, then the liberty of 
the people as a whole would be defended by 
the forces at the Government’s command, .

The FRESIDENT said that he could not 
get in the arms from everywhere that they 
were, but they could prevent people from 
carrying arms ot wearing uniforms in public, 
and they proposed to do it.

TEXT OF NEW BILL. 
By Our POLIrPIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The text of the bill under which the Free 
State Governmént take powers to grant 
pensions to Commissioners of the Civic Guard 
who ‘ may be removed from office otherwise 
than for, incapacity or misconduct” was 
issued yesterday. 7 
The bill fixes the pension at one-sixtieth ot 
the annual pay of the removed officer at the 
time of his removal multiplied by the number 
of years of service. If the officer's service 
exceeds: twenty-one years an additional one- 
twenty-sixth is to be added, but no pension 
shall exceed two-thirds of the annual pay. 
It is further provided that where the Com- 
missioner’s completed service is less than ten 
years a number of years may be added to 
bring it up to ten, or the equivalent of the 
vais, As of years served, may be added. 
There also is the proviso that where the 
officer’s completed years of service exceed ten 
a number of years not exceeding twelve m.ty 
gu added, as the Minister for Finance shail 
irect. 

Ihe provisions in relation to the following 
matters contained in the orders for the time 
being in force regulating the grant and pay- 
ment of pensions to members of the Garda 
Siochana, that is to say :'— 

(a) restrictions on assignment of 

pensions, and 

(b) forfeiture of such pensions for ilegal 

or improper conduct, and 

(c) suspension of such pensions on appoint- 

ment to and during service in other 
turces or offices, sa 

(d) mode of payment of such pensions, and 

(e) penalties for fraud im relation to the 

grant of such pensions, 
shall apply to every pension granted under 
this Act in like manner as they apply to 
pensions granted under the said orders. 

Calculated on his salary and allowances the 
one-sixtieth would not provide for General 
O’Duffy more than a small pension. It 
would be within the power of the Minister, 
however, to add additi-nal years service. It 
is understood that the intention is to fix the 
pension at about £500 a yeur.

The fight was waged with varying 
fortunes in Parliament and in the country 
between 1787 and 1833; and at last 
England’s new public opinion prevailed. 
In May, 1833, the British Government in: 
troduced a bill for the abolition of slavery. 
In July Parliament voted £20,000,000 to 
compensate the planters, In August the 
bill became law, and the slave trade, as an 
official institution, was dead throughout 
the British Empire. 

First among the gains of the last 
hundred years ve must put the far-reach- 
ing victories of the humanitarian spirit. 
They have wrought such a change in the 
whole texture of our society that no living 
man can put himself back into the mind 
of the early Victorian epoch. At the time 
when slavery was abolished the methods 
of discipline in the Navy and Army were 
atrocious; young lads were executed 061 
transported for petty thefts; farm 
labourers lived the lives of brutes, anJ

MR. COSGRAVE SCORES, 


Then came the leader of the Opposition, . 


leaping to his feet to silence the President 
completely by raining upon him a 
devastating flood of facts. | 

At the last election, he declared, after 
a reference to the huge number oí first 
preference votes which he polled, when ha 
was going into Cork—his own constituency 
—he was told that he could not go into 
Cork by a certain road, because there was 
danger of an ambush. ‘ The information 
came from Fianna Fail headquarters,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘ I was to go by a circuitous road, 
and I was held up for one and a half 
hours. The next day I was escorted out of 
Cork by a procession of police and 
military.” 

That was one revelation. The next was 
even more startling. A fortnight or three 
weeks afterwards, Mr. Cosgrave said, he 
was approached by a military officer, who, 
explained that he had come from “ a high 
authority” with a request that Mr. 
Cosgrave shoul.j not leave his house, 

“I said,” continued Mr. Cosgrave, 
“ that if I could not leave my house when 
I wanted to, the country was not worth 
living in. I went out, and some time 
after Í happened to look round and there 
was a lorry load of troops, with tin 
helmets, following me.’’ 

Mr. de Valera literally cowered in his 
seat as the words poured from Mr. Cos- 
graves hps.: Mr. Cosgrave went on to 
refer to the smashing of his car, and 
tahundered—' Was there one of your cars 
smashed when I was in office? 

“His the inefficiency and incompetence 
of the Executive Council and the fact that 
the country has no confidence in them,"’ 
was his explanation of the rise of the

The President was finished, but Mr.

There was a 
bigger issue than that of money, and it 
was that of ‘‘foreign domination” and 
the unity of Ireland. 

GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S 
OFFICE. 

Only a fear in some people’s minds that 
if the Treaty were ‘‘completely and 
thoroughly ended,’’ there would be war, 
prevents the President from abolishing the 
ofice of Governor-General. This was 
another of his disclosures, made on the 
vote for the Governor-General’s office. 

After the 1926 Commonwealth Con- 
ference, he confessed, the Governor- 
General was no longer “the agent of a 
foreign Government’’; ‘but he claimed 
that, if expression was given to the wishes 
of the vast majority of the Irish people, 
there would be no such office. . 

‘“We made a change in the occupancy 
because we wanted to make it quite clear 
that the oecupant of that office, while we 
were the Executive Council, would just 
do what the Executive Council told him 
to do,” said Mr. de Valera frankly. “He 
is to remain the instrument, no matter 
who holds the post, of the Executive 
Council of this State.” 

Mr. Buckley, the President said, took 
the post as a matter of national duty. 
In fact, it entailed a sacrifice. The salary 
which he would accept—as distinct from 
the statutory salary of £10,000, which he 
would be offered—was £2,000. 

To sum up, the cost of the office this 
year was expected to amount to 65,082, 
as compared with £26,452 last year. 
“But,” added the President, re- 
assuringly, “‘ it will not amount to that.’’ 

On the Opposition benches, however, 
there was no feeling that the Governor- 
General earned this money, comparatively 
small as it might seem to Mr. de Valera. 

Mr. MacDermot assessed the maximum 
value of the clerical duties which the 
Governor-General was called upon to per- 
form at £500 a year, and Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney went further by -suggesting that 
if the Governor-General wished to retire 
into hermitage he might practise in his 
cell the virtue of poverty. 

If position speakers were correct 
when they attributed the Government's 
threat of an unprecedentedly long sitting 
to a desire to burke discussion on some 
embarrassing subjects, the Government's 
scheme failed. The Opposition leaders 
accepted the challenge grimly, and gave 
the Government an uncomfortable night.

In an editorial article The Times to-day 
observes:—Mr. Runciman has fluttered 
many political and economic dovecotes by 
his blunt declaration to the Economic 
Conference, that the British Govornment 
would neither itself embark upon a great 
programme of public works nor encourage 
others to do so by tuking part in the grant 
of loans to so-called under-developed 
countries. 
caused by this statement in some quarters 
is due to the mention of the contribution 
which might be made to the stimulation of 
enterprise by appropriate programmes of 
capital expenditure in the communiqué 
issued after the conversations in Washing- 
ton between the Prime Minister and Presi 
dent Roosevelt—from which it was too 
readily deduced that this country was 
ready to revive the costly and disappoint- 
ing experiment conducted by the Labour 
Government between 1929 and 1931. 

There was really little excuse for such a 
misconception. In the House of Commons 
Ministers have always made it clear that 
the present Government would not 
countenance the re-adoption of the 
exploded theory that a vast expenditure 
upon public works could have any per- 
manent effect—or, on balance, any favour- 
able eftect at all—upon unemployment. 
But it would be a grave misconception if 
Mr. Runciman’s statement were taken to 
mean that the British Government had 
switched to the other extreme of un- 
imaginative parsimony. It must be re- 
membered that the setting of his statement 
was a debate which appeared to be leading 
to the proposal of some special scheme of 
financing international public works, and 
that it was, therefore, essential to state 
plainly the British view that, if any nation 
chose to embark upon an experiment which 
we have discarded, that nation must do so 
out of its own resources.

Dramatic evidence as to how Captain 
and Mrs. Ussher were killed two days 
after their wedding while on a honeymoon 
trip to South Africa, was told in extracts 
from the dead bridegroom’s log-book, 
which were read at the inquest opened 
here.

ARREARS UNDER THE 
LAND ACTS. 


The Free State supplementary estimates 
issued yesterday include one for 
£1,420,000 to make provision to meet 
deficiency in the collection of annuities 
payable under the Land Acts, 1891 to 
1909, and to relieve the guarantee fund of 
a charge in respect of such deficiency ;

The amount is required to discharge an 
undertaking to recoup a proportion of the 
legal expenses incurred by a manager of a 
national school in defending an action 
brought against him by a former teacher 
in the school. The sum provided repre-

THE APOSTOL’: 
SUCCESSION. 


Concentrating on two points—the 
Apostolic succession and the doctrine of the 
Verson of Christ enshrined in the (reeds— 
the originators of the Oxford Movement 
carried on their work. One of them, Mr. 
Perceval, produced an important but now 
little-known work entitled “ The ( hurch- 
man's Manual,”’ and soon after the tamous 
’ Tracts for the Times ©’ began to appear. 
fhe movement was started in 1833. and 
by 1855 about seventy of these tracts had 
appeared, some dealiny with the Apostolic 
Commission, some with Praver Book sub- 
jects, but all intended to awaken the 
clergy and people to the spiritual treasure 
inherited hy the Church of England, and 
to induce them to be the Churchmen which 
the Book of Common Prayer entitled them 
to he. 

The year 1834 was a year not only of 
rapid movement and growth, but one of 
consolidation. Mr. Newman, whose ser- 
mons had been contributing. very largely 
to the success of the new effort, was joined 
by Dr. Pusey, one.of the -professors of 
Christ Church, and, as a result of the 
latter’s influence, the tracts became 
elaborate treatises and contributions to 
English theology. 


THE OXFORD MOVEMENT. 


The first stage of the Oxford Movement 
ended in 1836. In some respects it after- 
wards passed out of the control and away 
from the ideals of its first founders, but 
there was no doubt that in the beginning 
it represented an absolutely loyal develop- 
ment within the Church of England, 
and that this strain persisted strongly and 
ineffaceably during its entire:course. The 
literature of the first vears was directed 
towards making the Prayer Book in its 
integrity the observed rule of the Church 
of England. For the originators of the 
movement, the Church was » God's 
appointed organ in England and Ireland: 
if their principles compelled them to speak 
plainly of the defects of the. dissenting 
bodies, even more plainly did they expose 
the errors of Romanism. 

The Tractarians fell under suspicion 
because they refused to be satisfied with 
a Church shut into a watertight compart- 


ment, and sought to show the continuity — 


of the Church of England with the Church 
of the ancient fathers. It was against a 
secularised and reduced. Churchmanship 
that the Tractarians raised their voice, 
With the unflinching assertion of the 
Incarnation, and the full Catholic in 
sistence on the truth of the Word Made 
Flesh, not only did the Sacraments receive 
a new emphasis, but the whole sacra- 
mental side of religious life assumed an 
importance which had been long forgotten, 

The early Tractarians were not ritualists 
and cared little for externals, but their 
principles involved development on this 
side, and that more specially when the 
men of the movement plunged into the 
dense centres of population and brought 
the teaching of Christ to those who needed 
to be taught by the eye rather than by 
the ear. 


RITUAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Ritual development was perhaps un- 
avoidably carried out with Roman usages 


as models, and accordingly the suggestion -

SCIENTISTS SEARCH 
IN CHILE.

Forty-five years ago Mr. Richard Latcham 
left Bristol, the traditional port for the Spanish 
Main, to svek his fortunes on the West Coast 
of South America. ‘To-day (states Keuter 
from Santiago, Chile) he is searching for a 
hidden treasure of gold, and silver which is 
supposed to have been buried in the Atacama 
desert by buccaneers in the seventeenth 
century. 

Mr. Latcham, who is ‘Director. of the 
Natural History Museum in Santiago, was 
chosen to lead an expedition to the Atacama 
desert by the Chilean Government. He is 
recognised as the 
Chilean history, archeology, and folklore. 

The Government pin their hopes on his 
being able to decipher the secret documents

Brothers of The Black Flag, which have 
only recently come to light. 

“The Brothers: of The Black Flag,’’. Mr. 
Latcham told Reuter, “were Oriental 
pirates, for the most part Moors, Egyptians 
and Jews, who operated on the Spanish Main 
between 1600 and 1650. 
located on the North Chilean coast. They 
used five different languages to maintain 
secrecy as to.their movements.”’ 


SECRECY. 

Mr. Latcham refused to divulge the locality 
which he is at present working, but has ad- 
mitted that he i 
miles to seven. He added that, though the 
Chilean authorities are concerned with’ find- 
ing the treasure, he himself is much taken 
up with the scientific aspect of the expedi- 
tion, and that. he has already made valuable 
subterranean discoveries in the Atacama 
desert, 

Now sixty-five years of age, Mr. Latcham 
ieft Bristol when he was twenty, having been 
taken on contract by the Colonisation De- 
partment of the Chilean Government. For 
ten years he lived in South Chile among the 
Arauchian Indians, and. became so popular 
with the Mapuches that he was made a tribal 
chief. He mastered native dialects quickly, 
and before he left for the North to advise 
the Government on Indian problems, he had 
become a tutor to the natives In their own 
tongues. 

Chileans value his scientific advice, while 
he is known as a “ Sherlock Holmes “ among 
his friends, who frequently bring him 
problems for a scientific solution. 


STONE CURE FOR 
SNAKE-BITE. 


——— -&—— 
HEALER OR CONJURER? 


“ Last year, in India, I saw what I think 
to be an authentic case of curing snake-bite 
witha snake-stone, and I am setting down 
the story as it occurred,” writes Mr. John 
Congreve in Country Life. 

““ One day some snake charmers visited my 
bungalow, and I went out to inspect them ; 
they scented business, and started their show 
before I could change my mind. They had 
a better-looking lot of snakes than is usual— 
two good-sized cobras, one black and the 
other light-coloured, and several smaller, 
‘wicked-looking viperine snakes. There were 
three men; one played the usual pipe, made 
out of a gourd, while the others handled the 
snakes, which at first seemed lazy, and which 
had to be stirred to action by waving cloths, 
and by being shaken and prodded. Soon the 
cobras were sitting up with their hoods 
spread, hissing, while the small snakes 
travelled slowly along, in that extraordinary 
way that they seem able to, while yet coiled 
up tight. It was when one of these travelled 
too far that the- man in charge got up to 
retrieve it, and on his way back, as he was 
passing the black cobra, the latter, with an 
extra loud hiss, struck at the man, who 
tumbled over on to the ground, his left hand 
holding his right, on the third finger of which 
appeared a spot of blood. 

. “J eannot say I actually saw the snake 
bite ‘the man, as it all happened so quickly, 
but I clearly saw it strike, and it seemed to 
reach him. The other two men got up to 
help, though they did not seem unduly con- 
cerned; the bitten man now started rummag- 
ing among his various bundles, and fetched 
out a lump of something that looked like 
buff - coloured chalk, and a tin box; 
with the former he marked a ring round 
his right arm, and out of the latter produced 
the stone, which was a small object about 
the size of a sixpenny piece, of a light horn 
colour; it was flat underneath and slight'y 
rounded on top. He spat on the bottom of 
it and rubbed it on his clothes, and then 
he put it on the bitten place, where it stuck. 

“The m n now proceeded to collect his 
snakes, which had become quiet, and which 
allowed themselves to be handled carelessiy ; 
the other men settled down, and one of 
them started to smoke. After two or three 
mimutes the bitten man pulled off the stone, 
which came off with an audible ‘ click,’ 
turned up a small earthenware pot, and -n 
to the bottom of this gently shook out of the 
stone about half a teaspoonful of clear greyisn 
watery matter. I watched very closely, and 
short of super-conjuring, the liquid could 
have come from nowhere but the ‘stone; this 
liquid was supposed to be the poison, which 
was thrown away. I was stupid not to have 
kept this, which might have proved the 
genuineness of the bite. They then packed 
up their belongings, and I started to question 
them, i 
‘Of course, they swore that the snakes 
were complete with fangs, which I particu- 
larly wanted to verify, and intended next 
day to try them on rats, but, unfortunately, 
the party had to move on that dav, such 
people not being too ular with the can- 
tonment authorities, F cebbeieied the stone, 
and then occurred a still odder thing; for 
the owner pressed it upon me, together with 
a red, furry, and supposedly potent charm, 
said to come from the insides of a jackal. 
I accepted them, but was most surprised 
that the stone should be so easily parted 
with, as I understood they were great 
rarities, I then. asked where the stones were 
found. They seemed diffident about this, 
and finally produced a fabulous tale of how a 
Markhoor kills and eats a snake and then 
agus up the stone for the wise man!”

FOSSIL FINDS IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


—-——---éb- -—— 


The fossilised remains of great creatures 
that roamed the hinterland oí Australia in 
prehistoric days are being unearthed in bare, 
swampy country at Cully Springs, near 
Brewarrina, New South Wales. An 
Australian Museum expedition, under. the 
leadership of the Director of the museum 
(Dr. Anderson), has made some important 
discoveries, states Reuter from Sydney, 

As most of the fossils were found in 
swampy ground, it is thought that these 
monstrous animals of a bygone day became 
bogged in the treacherous mud and died. 

The discoveries include:—A leg, teeth, a 
foot and vertebre bones of a diprotedon; 
teeth and a nearly complete jaw of a giant 
wombat, teeth of a lizard or iguana 
(megalaria), believed to have been seventeen 
feet long. 

The fossil explorers sank eight shafts in 
the ground and linked them with com- 
munication trenches. Most of the bones we», 
found at a depth of about five and a half 
feet in a fairly compact layer of dry clay. 
The first discovery caused some amusement 
among the party. Dr. Anderson's spade 
suddenly lit on the fine big bone—of an ox!

WINS DOUBLES.

Perry and G. P. Hughes,.by defeating 
D. P. Turnbull and A. Quist by 7-8, 64. 3-6, 6-3 
in the doubles match at Wimbledon yesterday, gave 
Great Britain a lead of two rubbers to one with 
Which to start the third day’s play in the European 
zone final of the Davis Cup against Australia. 

The man who won the doubles for Great Britain 
was Fre J é whose brilliance armihilated the 
Australians. He made one wonder why be failed 
sn ly in the ehampionstrips. Perry has played 
some great games for his country, but he could not 
possibly improve upon bis display in the vital 
doubles match against Tormbull and Quist. Not 
once did he drop a service, and his handling of the 
ferocious deliveries of Turnbull was a thrill and a 
revelation. Perry and Quist, on the other side, 
provided an exhibition of aggressive smashing 
never equalled in a Davis Cup tie in England. 

St, it is trae, fell off towards the end. but 
fot the major portion of the match the diminutive 
Australian carried his partner by his w rial 
work overhead. _A close observer of the match 
said that he saw Quist put out only three smashes 
in the hour and a quarter that he was on the 
court, That was amazing consistency for any man 
in 4 Davis Cup double fought at a terrific pace 
from start fo finish. 

Turnbull, who came inte the Australian side in 
place of Jack Crawford (reserved for the singles), 
had very short notice, after the Wimbledon cham. 
pion had been nominated overnight, and began 
very shakily, but he improved with time, and at 
the end he was mote sure of his ground shots and 
law volleys than Quist.
